Tie Conclufion of the Letter, written by e Politi 
Knight, concerning the Power of the Pope, Se. 


S O ME there are, who finding they cannot deny 
tse Romifi Hierarchy had a*very unjuftifiable 
Begi-oing, yet affitm it to be abfolutely neceffary to 
referve the Peace.of the Church; and that without 
it it would be impoffible for Chriftians to agree in 
Wodrine ; but all the World would be fplit into per- 
‘nicious Divifions, which the Pope now reftrains by 
his Authority. This therefore I hall endeavour to 
‘explain. Inthe firft Place, our Adverfaries deny 
that this Power has the Effect fo much boafted of ; 
and demonftrate that the Catholick Doctors them- 
felves differ from one another in many Articles of 
Faith ; that there are whole Orders of Men among 
them living under a different Difcipline and holding 
different Opinions‘ And that ‘tis of the utmoft Dan- 
ser to the Church ro referr all Controverfies to be 
Secided by afingle Perfon, not according to the 
Rules of Scripture, but arbitrarily and as may be 
‘mroft conducing to his own Intereft: Efpecially con- 
fidering he aflumes a Superiority over all Councils, 
takes away their Libercy of Judging, and determines 
every thing by his Will and Pleafure. And indeed 
if any Man will take the Pains to examine the De- 
crees of the later Councils, he will find many of 
their Sanctions contrary to the Word of God, and 
very little for the Credit of the Church. Neither 
could it be otherwife, becaufe the arbitrary Power 
of the Popes overrul’d all the Efforts of the founder 
Part of thofe Affemblies. Which certainly had ne- 
ver been, if the facred Scripcures, and not the good 
Pleafure ‘of the Pope, had been made the Rule of 
Cor troverfies. Oo the other Hand if we take a 
Wiew of the Churches of our Adverfaries, i: will 
appear that they live in no .efs Harmony and Agree- 
snenr under the Direct on of the civil Government. 
‘And eo Reafon can bo imagin’d, why Controverfies 
that arif: may not be compos’d and ex:inguifh’d by 
the civil Migiftrate, who isthe Head of the Church 
wihin his Territories, as well as by the Bithop of 
Rome. i mean a Chriftian Magiftrate, who is not 
witbout pious and learned Perfons to whom he may 
commit the Care of fuch things. For I defire to 
know, why the Care of the Church may nor be 
fafely committed to an Affembly of learned Divines, 
where the Prince, or a Bifhop, may prefide? And 
why we fhould doubt that the Holy Spirit when in- 
vok'd, would not be prefent in fuch an Affembly, 
as well as in the Roman Confiftory where the Pope 
prefides ? We never heard that the Holy Ghoft had 
engag’d himfelf wholly to the Court of Rome. But 
fiot to multiply Words, Experience fhews that in the 
Churches of our Adverfaries the Worhhip of God is 
form’d with no lefs Decency than in ours; and 
‘ghar all Controverfies that arife, are ended by the 
Authority of the Prince, with much more Facilic 
and lefs Difturbance or Danger. Though after all 
tis not a certain Mark of the trae Church to be 
withour Controverfies ; the Apoftle having declar’d 
fach Differences in a manner neceffary, that the good 


and faithful may be manifeft. But however ghat be, 


"tis beyond all déubt, that had God been pleas’d to 
call Princes and Bmperors to the Knowledge of the 
Gospel, at that Time when his Word was preach’é 
by the Apoftles to few other Perfons than {uch as 
were of the meaner Sort, they would have taken the 
Power of the Church into theit own Hands. For 
this being the moft important Part of Soveraign 
Power, neither can nor otight to be feparated from 
the Magiftracy ; unlefs we woitld have the Rights of 
Soveraigmity divided, and the Foundations of all Civil 
Authority (from which the Judicial aries) utterly 
diffipated and fubverted, This Truth was fo weil 
known to the Wife Ancients, that among the Perfians, 


‘#igyptians, Romans, and other Nations, the tame 


Petfon was both King and High-Prieft ; tho’ the Sa- 
crifices and minifterial Part of the divine Worthip 
were committed to a College of Priefts. And cer- 
tainly a monftrous.Dodctrine in Politicks that there 
thould be 2 diftinct Societies in the fame Kingdom, 
one of which fhould be call’d the State and the other 
the @hurch. Svcha Government can never be freé 
from the moft pernicious Commotions and Difturb- 
ances, where the Commands of the State mzy’ be 
fuperfeded by another Power thar challenges a Ju- 
risdi@iion over Mens Souls. And I would be in- 
form’d if any thing can be more unjuft and unrea- 
fonable, than that the Clergy who have a plentiful 
Maintenance from the State, and large Poffeffions in 
Land, thould be {ubjet to a forreign Power, and 
depend upon his Pleafure whether they fhall lend 
their Affiftance, or contribute any part of their Re- 
venues to the Exigencies of the Publick, under whofe 
Protection they are, even when no other Way can be 
found to fave the State from Ruine. Thefe things 
are fo vifibly abfurd, amd inconfiftent with the Peace 
and Happinefs of Nations, that no Dodtrine more 
icious could ever have been invented orjiipblith’d. 

he Hiftories of all Ages abound witltragical 
Proofs of this Truth, and undeniably thew, that 
all the Kingdoms of the World where thefe So- 
veraign Rights were divided, have from that 
Source been fil’d with inteftine Diffentions, and 
frequently ftain’d with the Blood of civil War. 
Bur ‘tis not neceffary to produce foreign Examples, 
when by our own Calamities we fadly find how pre- 
judicial and difgraceful to our Nation fuch a Divi- 
fion of the fupreme Power has been. Our Country 
is reduc’d to the extremeft Danger, from which 
while we are endeavouring to refcue our felves, we 
are forbidden to proceed by a Forreigher who has no 
Partin our Government. {s there any Slavery more 


full of Turpitude thanthis ? Does not the Pope by de- 


nouncing Penalties againft thofe Perfons that have the 
Adminiftration of the Government, evidently thew he 
looks upon us as Slaves to his Arbitrary Power ? If 
therefore we do not fhake off with Fortitude this 


fhameful and infupportable Yoke, our Liberties and’ 


Conftitution muft inevitably perifh. We are well 
affur’d, that Civil Government is the Ordinance of 
God, and has a juft Right to the Obedience of the 
People : Which cannot with any Colour of Rezfon 
be faid of the Romith Hierarchy. And fince Expe- 
rience has demonftrated, that Chriftians may well 
be without that Inftitution, but can by no means 
fubfift without a Civil Magiftracy, thofe who are 
plac’d in the Goyernment of Nations are highly er 
cern 
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cern'd to vindicate their Authority from the Ufur- 
pations Of all petulant Invaders. 

If the Popes have unjuftly affum’! their Power, 
and fraudulently dfawn us into the Nety the See of 
Rome has no Right ro our-Obedience., Bur if they
